HAWAIIAN AFFAIRS. 



Some of tlie Leadiugf Features of 
Coniiuiagioiiei' Blonut's Report 
to tLo Goverument. 



Minister Thurston's Keply— A Deiiial 
of Alni08t All Mr. Uloiiut's 
Preteusioiis. 



Wasuinoton, Nov. 21.— In the reports 
and oorreapondence on Hawaiiau affairs 
which have been given currency by tho 
State Department appears a brief letter 
from CommiBsiouer (snbeequently Minister) 
Blouut, under date of July .■il,l,S9.'!, in which 
ho saya tlie condition of pnrtiea ia one of 
quieeconco. Iho action of tho Uuited States 
is awaited by all as a matter of necessity, 
and will remain until the proposition to an- 
nex is accepted or rejected. In tha latter 
coutingency no sudden movement is likely 
toooour. Tho present government can only 
rest on the use of military force. Ulti- 
mately it will fall, without fail. It may 
preaervo its existence for a year or two, but 
uo longer. Ho adda that ho has done his 
duly as well as ho could, oonaidering he was 
surrounded by poraons interested in mis- 
leading, "and that his private affairs neces- 
sitated his return home." 

In a letter dated May 24, ' Commtssiouer 
Blount denies the. allegation that improper 
relations existed between ex-Marahaf VV'il- 
gon and the Queen, and in his report calls 
attention to his reception by Minister 
Stevens who, on his arrival, informed him 
that the alnb bad rented an elegant house, 
well furnished and provided with servants, 
carriages and horses for his use ; that ho 
could pay for tbis accommodation just what 
he chose. 

Troops from tho Boston were, ho says, 
doing militiiry duty for tho Proviaionul 
Government. Tho Aoierioan llig was float- 
ing over the Government building;. Within 
it tho Provisional Goverument conducted 
business under an American protectorate, to 
be continued, according to the avowed pur- 
pose of tho American minister, during 
negotiations with the United States for 
annexation. 

He tells how Minister Stevens called npon 
him with \Y. F. Smith, and represented that 
the withdrawal of U. S. marines meant that 
tho Japanese would land troops from a man- 
of-war in the harbor. The American Min- 
ister expressed belief in the statement, but 
the Japanese Commissioner put a stop to 
these rumors by having the vessel ordered 
away. 

Commissioner Blount reviews the history 
of tho ialands, beginning with tho constitu- 
tion of 1852, and the changea made in the 
syatem of government down to the revolu- 
tion of 1887, which resulted in the oonstitu. 
tion of that year, and which to a great ex- 
tent ia given as the cause of the revolution 
of 189.3- Among those mentioned in forcing 
King Kalakaua, is Mr. Thurston, now Min- 
ister^-from Hawaii. Blount describes at 
some length the reatriotions placed upon the 
king by the 1887 constitution. After tho 
revolution was acooropliahed the history of 
Hawaiian politics is followed by the com- 
missioner. 

.He showa tho position wliicb the Queen 
occupied, rooites her protest and describoa 
tho ruce and citizenahip of tho men con- 
cerned in the revolution, trios to show collu- 
aion on tho part of Minister Stevena and tho 
revolutiouiata. He goes into dctaila and 
pointa out, by lime and place, tho haste 
with which Minister .Stevens acted, and, by 
quoting from Steven's report and papers on 
tilo at tho legation, declares Iho ministor 
miaropresenled tho revolution to tho United 
States government. 

Mr. Blount says ^liat Minister Stevens 
consulted freely with the leaders of the re- 
volutionary movement from the evening of 
tho 14th. Tliey feared arrest and punish- 
ment and ho promised them protoctiou. Tho 
leaders would not have undertaken tho 
movement but for Stevens' proniiao to pro- 
toot them from tho Government. Had the 
troops not been landed no measures for or- 
ganization of a new Goverument would have 
been taken. The American minister and 
tho revolutionary leaders determined upon 
annexation to the United States, and 
agreed on the part of eaoh to act to the 
very end. 

Mr. Bloon; says the native race feel that 
a great wrong has been done them and their 
Queen. When the Queen resigned it waa 
under protest, and she did not believe the 
action of Stevens w6nld beiindorsed, and he 
adds,: "Indeed, wlio wonid have supposed 
the cirouroatanoes surrounding her coul4 
have been foreseen and sanctioned deliber- 
ately by the President of the United States. 
Her uniform conduct and the prevailing 
sentiment among the natives point to her 
belief, as well uh theirs, that a spirit of 
justice on the part of t hn President would 
reatoro her crown." That is tho only thing 
in tho nature of a reeonimendalion made. 

Mr. Thurston, the Ii iwaiiau minialer, 
this evening gave out a Htalenuint in wliiuh 
he aiiys : I hiivi' received no ollicial infoma- 
ticjo that .Mr. Hlouut haa made a report, anil 
do not know wliat it conlaiiis, except from 
reading newapajnT abalr.:ct3 therefrdin, and 
am unaware of the present ooiit jnlions of 
llie United Stales Government concerning 
Hawaii. It would be contrary to diplo- 
malio oourteay to publish a statement 
pueh a 8ubjc-el prior to in- 
forming the United .States Gi)vornnient, 
First, Mr. Blount charges that the Amerie.in 
troops were landed under a prearranged 
agreement with tho ('omniiltee of Safety 
that they should so land, and assibt in the 
overthrow of the Queen. I hereby stale 
that at no time did Mr. Stevens or Captain 
Wiltse assure- me or the Committeo of 
Safety, or any sub-committee thereof, that 
the United States troops would aesist in 
overthrowing the Queen or establishing 
the Provisional Government, and as a mat- 
ter of fact that they did not so. asaiat. 
Till ironpd wcro landed to proteot American 
cii /( iiH tnd thoir property in the event of 
Hill iirjK niliiig and inevitable conflict bo- 
en tlic (>iieen and tho citizens, and not 
lo co operate with Uio conimittoo in carry- 
ing out ifs plana. In fact, tho troops did 
not co-operate with the committeo, and the 
committeo had no more knowledge than did 
tlie (lUionn's Govmnmeut, wliore the troops 
wero going nor what they were guing to do, 
'I'lie u luilu ^'iat of Mr. D.inion'u examination 
likewise uonlaina statemenn that wlien a 
request was mado for tho Bupport of the. U. 
S. troops, Lieut. Commnnder Swinelniri^ 
aent back word, " Cuptain Wiltao's orders 
aro to remain paesivo." 

Second. Mr. lilouut cliargoa_ that the 
Queen bad uu ample military force and that, 



but for tho support of the U. S. representa- 
tives and troops, tho establichmont of tho 
Provisional Government would have been 
impoasiblo. In reply thereto, I hereby 
state that, although tho presence of the 
American troops had a quieting effect on 
tho rough oharitotera in tho city and may 
have prevented some bloodshed, they were 
not oaaential to and did not asaist in tho 
overthrow of the Queen. Tho result of the 
movement would havo been eventually the 
aame if there had not been a marine M'ith- 
in a thousand miles of Honolulu. 

In support of this statement, I cite the 
following faota : 1. The troops did not land 
till Monday night', the 16tb of January.af ter 
the revolution had been in full progress 
since the afternoon of Saturday, the 14th, 
during wbioh time tho committee of safety 
was openly organizing for tho avowed pur- 
pose of overthrowing the Queen. 

2. There waa absolutely no attempt at 
concealment from the governntenti the ob- 
jects and intentions of the committee. 

3. The Queen, her cabinet and their sup- 
porters were utterly denuoralized, suspicious 
of one another, and devoid of leadership. 

4. The Committee of safety and their sup- 
porters were united ; had ample force to 
exocuto their purposes; Iinew what they 
wanted, and proceeded with intelligent de- 
liberation, thoroughness and confidence to 
do it. 

In support of tho second proposition, that 
lliero was no conceaimeuc from tliu (iovern- 
ment of tho intention of the committee, I 
submit : 1 , That on tho aftornoon of Saturday 
the l lth, in reply to the request of the 
Queen's cabinet for advice as to what they 
had better do. the Queen then still ineisting 
upon the proclamation of thn constitution, 
and supporting it by force, 1 advised them 
lo declare the (Juoen in revolution, and the 
throne vacant, and at the request and at the 
expressed approval of two ot them and the 
tacit aasont of the other two,I then and there 
drew up a form of proclamation to that 
effect. 

2. At. half-past 4 on the afternoon of Satur- 
day, the 14th, at a meeting of about 200 
citizens, at the office of W. 0. Smith, the 
Queen was denounced in the atrongeat 
terms, and a counter reaolulion was openly 
advocated. The Queen's Minister of the In- 
terior, John Colburn, addressed the meet- 
ing asking their armed support against tho 
Queen. The Queen's Attorney-Gen- 
eral, Mr. Peterson, and her At- 
torney, Paul Iijeuman, were both present. 
A committee of safety waa pnblioly then and 
there named, and prooeoded forthwith to 
organize. 

3. At S o'clock on Sunday morning, the 
16th, I told Mr. Peterson and Mr. Colburn, 
two members of the Queen's Cabinet, that 
the committeo intended to depose the 
Queen and eatabliah a Provisional Govern- 
ment, that if they would take charge of tho 
movement, well and good ; otherwise the 
committee intended to take action on its 
own account. 

4. The committeo metopenly thatmorning, 
with the full knowledge of the government 
of tho place of its meeting, and remained in 
scasion during the greater part of the day, 
while aoveral police kept watoh on the 
building from the street;. 

5. On Monday morning at 9 o'clock, 
tho committee, without attempt at 
concealment, mat in my office, 
within 200 feet of tho police station and 
marched to Wilson's headquarters, where 
tho entire police force was stationed. 
While the meeting was in progress, Wilson 
came to my office and asked to apeak to mo 
privately, and we want into an adjoining 
room. Our conversation was in sub- 
stance aa follows : Wilson said, 
•' I fwant this meeting stopped," 
referring to the mass meeting, I replied, "It 
can't be stopped. It's too late." He said, 
"Cannot this thing be fixed up in sonui 
way." I replied, " Xfo, it cannot, it's gone 
too far." Ha aaid, "The Queon has aban- 
doned her new constitution idea." I re- 
plied, "How do we know that she 
will not take it up again aa 
she said she wonldT" He said, "I will 
guarantee that she will not even if I have to 
look her up in a room to keep her from do- 
ing it, and I'll do it too if necesaary." I 
replied : "Wo are not willin([ to accept 
that guarantee, as it' is insufiScient. 
This thing has gone on from bad to worae 
until wo are not going to stand it any 
longer. Wo are going to take no chances 
in the matter, but settle now, onco 
and for all." Wilson then loft tho 
oflico. He had since stated that lie 
immediately reported to the cabinet, and 
adviaed arresting tho committee, but the 
cabinet; were afraid and refused to allow it. 

0. At 2 o'clock on tho afternoon of Mon- 
day the lUlh, a mass meeting of .S,000 un- 
armed nion was held within a block of the 
pulaco. The meeting was addreesed by a 
number of apeakers, all denouncing the 
Queen. 

The report ia still coming as the Colonist 
goes to press.

Mr. Laurier a grand banquet in the now Pa- 
cific hotel on Friday, Dec. 12. Leading 
I^iborala of the Dominion will be invited.

Trial— The Jury , 
Locked Up.

Ottawa, Nov. 2^.— Sir Jamea Grant wis 
to-night ofaoBcn as the Liberal-Conservative 
candidate for tho vacancy created by Mr. 
Mackintosh's appointment as Licut.-Gov- 
ernor of tho Northwest Territories. The 
Young Conservatives mado a determined 
effort to secure the nomination for their re- 
presentative, R. G. Gode, a rising young 
barrister. On the final ballot Dr. Grant 
was successful by a majority of 6 votes. 

Tho great conspiracy trial is over, but the 
verdict is not yet. The. time of the court 
was occupied all day in hearing the ad- 
dresses of Meaara. S. H. Blake and Osier. 
Judge Rose then summed up the caae, oocn- 
pyiog two hours and a half. On the conoln* 
sion of His Lordship's addrfeaa Mr. Blake 
took exception to several of the Judge's 
atatements, and also to his statement of the 
law. At'7:50 the jury retired, and at 10:30 
returned and requested that they be looked 
up till. morning. The court then adjourned 
until to-morrow.

EAST KOOTENAY. 



Railroad Development— Close Conipe 
titiou Between the B. G. Southern 
and Canadian Pacific 



Route of tbe Two Beads and 
Country They Will 
Open Up.

" Fort Steele is a coming country," said 
A. W. McVittie, manager of the Bast 
Kootenay exploration syndicate, at tho 
Hotel Spokane last evening. "Two opposi 
tion railroads have been surveyed, and al 
though work hasn't connnenccd yot, tho 
competition ia already lively. Vou know 
tho old saw about opposition being tho life 
of trade, I presume? 

"One of the roads is a Canadian Paoifio 
enterprise, and will leave the main line near 
Fort MoLeod, on the prairie. The line con- 
tinues through Crow's Nest pass and up the 
Kootenay, passing close to Fort Steele, 
through Cranbrook, down Palmer's Bar 
creek and the Moyea river to reach West 
Kootenay. 

"Tho other is the British Columbia South 
orn, which will connect with the Canadian 
Pacific near the coal iielda on KIk river. It 
runs down tho Kootenay, through Tobacco 
Plains, and joins the Great Northern at Kal 
ispcll. 

"I think that both roads will bo built 
next year. The Canadian Pacific moans 
business and the Great Northern ia backing 
tho British Columbia Southern becauao it 
taps tho coal fields which it is extremely 
anxious to reach aa soon aa poaaiblo." 

Tho interests represented by Mr. MoVit 
tie are large placer fielda. His company has 
completed development work and is ready 
to begin washing gold as soon as spring 
opens, and ho is on hia way to his homo in 
Barrio, Ont., to spend tho winter. Speak- 
ing of tho mining interests of Fort Steele he 
observed : 

" Two separate gold leads, right in the 
vicinity, have been located, one by Dough 
erty & UrifBth and Banks & Young; It is a 
four-foot lead with porphyry and slate 
walls. What it assays I shouldn't dare to 
say. You know how gold quartz is. One 
piece will assay $3,000 and another 30 cents, 
It is a good olaim, however." 

(Spokane Chronicle.) 

' This has been a pretty good year for rail 
road building in British Columbia, but ne.xi 
year promiaea to bo still bettor. There is a 
general belief tliat tho Great Northern 
Railway company is getting ready to enter 
that field. Tho people of Kaslo are certain 
that the new road to Three Forka ia really 
one of Preaideut Hill's enterprisea, and tho 
people who live east of tho Upper Kootenay 
are equally certain that another branch of 
tho American line will pass through their 
country next year. 

.John \^'hitp, who haa been prospecting 
about Fort Steele for several months, ia 
registered at tho Columbia. " There is no 
lack of railroad men in our country," ho 
said to a reporter. "The Canadian Pacific 
surveying party haa been working all Bum 
mer, selecting tho now route wcat of Crow's 
Neat Pass. Their linocrossoa tho Kootenay 
a few miles south of tho fort and follows 
down tho Moyea valley, crooaing tho river a 
second time not far from the boundary line. 

" Another party of engineers has been 
equally busy all summer. They have been 
laying out the line for a railway from tho 
coal fields near Crow's Nest pass to the 
Great Northern railway. These fields have 
never been developed, but it is claimed that 
they contain large veins of a good quality of 
coal. 

" Nominally the road is to be built by tho 
British Colnnihia Southern Railway Com 
pany. In reality it ia understood to bo a 
Great Northern enterprise. Tho lino aa 
surveyed runs nearly south along tho KIk 
river valley until it approaches tho Kootenay 
river, and follows along its eaatern bank 
across tho Tobacco plains to Jeiminga, 
whore it joins tho Great Northern. At first 
it was proposed to run aouth-caot tho Kalis 
pell, but I understand that plan has boon 
abandoned. 

"Thia road will crooa a fine farming 
country. Tho Tobacco plains contain aomo 
of tho beat agricultural land in Montana, 
ricli bottom ground, easily oleated and re- 
quiring little drainage. At present there 
are only a few settlers living on tho plains, 
but as soon aa tho railroad is built thora 
will be a great rush for tho land."

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AFTER THE FAIR. 

British Cohmibinu IiidiaiiH Much Im 
, .pressed With ttoe Greatness 
of the White People. 



-Tlielr Stay at CbicBgro. Profitable As 
Well As Pleasant— EesBOua 
They Have Learned. 



The Britiah Colun.bla Indians who have 
boon illuatrnting the mauiiors and cuatonia 
of the Canadiun PaciBc Uouat tribea at Chi- 
cago, returned to their northerD homes yea- 
terday. They can Btill talk of nothing but 
the great fair, and the subjeot will be de- 
bated and form the text of their camp firo 
stories for many years to come. The little 
party of natives numbered sixteea in all 
and their stay in Chicago was not only 
pleasant but protitablo. 

" They formed a conspicuous feature of 
the Department of Anthropology," says Mr. 
Jamea Deaua, in who.ie cliarf^e they wore, 
Mr. Hunt being hie aaaiatant. " Indeed, 
they made a better BhowiDg for Britiah Co- 
lumbia than was made by any " American " 
Indians, or ' by tboae representing any 
Qther section of Canada. The department 
of anthropology, as the name implies, was 
devoted entirely to man and his works — a 
very oomprchenaivo tubject with many eub- 
diviaionH of course. Ic. ia snfo to say that 
nothing coming under llio general head at- 
trnoted more attentiou than did our red- 
men ; oertainly there waa not a state in the 
Union that gave aa oroditublo a representa- 
tion of Indian Hfo and ouatoma, paat and 
prevent, ua did Britiah Columbia. 

"xVt tirat, when they rcuclied Chicago, 
the ' Sivviialiea ' were puifeotly bewildered, 
and not unnuturixUy. They aoon got over 
their ntrvouancaa, however, and within a 
fortnight could go anywhere and take oare 
of themaelvea. They uro an observant race, 
and the first lesdon they learned was the 
groatnees of the white people. They formed 
the concluaion that the whites could do almost 
everything, and they ([uickly realized that 
the greatness of the wnite people was gen- 
erally directed toward the acquiaition of 
money. Then their imitative ability came 
in, and they were soon prooeeding qpon a 
kindred policy. 

" Every moment that could be called 
their own, when thn * bouse ' waa not open 
to Tisitora, the men and women were busy. 
Wood-oarTiog waa their ohief employment, 
and they aoon learned to vary their produo- 
tiona ao that-artioles of one kind abould not 
beoome too eomrooa. Often they worked 
iiBtir2 itt the BiorninK,' ib that they would 
have plenty of things to sell to the people, 
who were to visit them during the day. 
The keen competition stimulated their in- 
genuity and their wood-carvings were gen- 
erally creditable and aold at good prioea. 

" The baby from Fort Rupert was of 
course the put cf the public, and almost 
everyone who stopped to look at him while 
be was playing or tislcep left some small coin 
for him — a penny or a dime. Hia collection 
by the time of hia departure amounted to 
more than S200. What money the Indians 
were given or earned they had to spend or 
save as they preferred ; their wages, §20 
each per month, will ho paid to them at Fort 
Simpson. 

- " The British Columbia natives were quick 
to see that there were many things to bo 
learned with advantage from those around 
them. They watched the Eastern Indians 
doing their wonderful basket work — un- 
known to the Weat — and aoon the queen of 
the Fort Ruperts had become as expert a 
basket maker as any of her Eiatern cousins. 
She will teach her people the art, and be- 
fore long we will have plenty of baskets 
such as are seen in the East ; they seldom 
find their way over here. 

"Another thing they soon found out — that 
everybody could understand them if they 
spoke English.* They were unxiouo to learn 
immediately, and before they left could 
speak very fair English, a tongue hitherto 
unknown to them. They learned, too, how 
to dress neatly and cleanly, and they will 
spread their newly acquired tastes amoni; 
their tribesmen. 

"All the time they were away the Indians 
behaved themaelvcu well. They were in- 
dustrious, orderly and temperate — though 
there was uo restriction whatever had they 
wished to indulge in liquor. As soon aa 
they knew they could go into u bar room 
and call for what they wanted, they seemed 
not to want anything. I believe the Indian 
of Britiah Coluinbiu la very much like hia 
white broflier. Ho drinks more than is 
good for him at home because of the attract- 
ion of restraint. Takeaway the ri'atraiiit; 
let him know that he can drink liquor or 
leave it: alone — t-.ud there will not be h.ilf 
the amouut of drinking among the Indians 
that there now is."

THE MAYOR AND ALDERMEN. 

To TUB Editor : — It has been my inten- 
tion many a time during the last six months 
to convey to you my sineere thanks for the 
public spirited way in which you have ex- 
posed the utter inoapaoity and useleseness 
of our mayor and aldermen. With a very 
largo revenue drawn from persons not over 
prosperous at present, they have frittered it 
uwuy with nothing abaoluloly necessary, or 
of permanent gootl to show for it. Although 
wo have a mayor of two years standing and 
experience, and aldermen of several years, 
they appear to have less common aenie snd 
leas ability than they had when they lirat 
took ofllco. I notico that some of our 
Eastern ciliea are serioualy considering tho 
advisability of aboliahing thoir city councila 
on account of their oitravuganco and un- 
business like management, and have the 
cities governed by commisaionera. Why 
cannot Victoria do the same? Three com- 
petent business men with a first clas'S engi- 
neer, appointed by tho Provincial Govern- 
ment, would bo more economical and effi- 
cient than a mayor and council. I think it 
will bo agreed by nearly all — that a city 
council cannot carry to completion one of 
the moat important city works — sewerage- 
owing bo diversity of opinion, a want of con- 
tinuance of the same ideaa and authority, 
as new councillors with new ideas keep 
coming up each year. There can bo no 
doubt but large public works must be 
constructed under commissioners who would 
carry them out continuously on well matured 
plans, without the tinkering of incompetent 
persona whose ideaa are not worth a atraw.

FARMINO IN BRITISH COLUMBIA. 

The Hud. Robert Watson told a Winni- 
peg audienoe the other day that Mr. Foster, 
replying to a deputation of British Colnm- 

biana who aeked him to take the duty oil' 
mining machinery, said moat urbanely : " 1 
think you hod better go in for mi.iccd 
farming." This is not such a bad story at 
all, and it is not surprising that it brought 
down the house. " Bob " did not invent 
it, for bis imagination ia neither lively nor 
prolific. Ho must have borrowed it for the 
occaaioD. It was not tbo Finance Minister 
who talked about mixed farming in Victoria, 
it was Mr. Angers, the Minister of Agricul- 
ture, and it was notu deputation of buqiness 
men whom he adf iaed to go in for mixed 
farming, but the agricultural settlers in the 
Province, present and prospective. 

The advice given by Mr. Angers wo a 
sound and it waa timely. He was surprised 
to find that there ia not enough agricultural 
produce raised in British Coluiiibiu to sup- 
ply the home consumption, — that a veiy 
large sum of money goes out of the Province 
every year for farm produce that ought to 
bo raised at home. He seemed to blame 
its inhabitants for thia. He, no doubt, for 
the moment, forgot that British Columbia ia 
a very young province indeed, and that 
agriculture ia uot in it as in the other prov- 
inces, its leading industry. 

British Columbia first attracted the atten- 
tion of the great world on the other aide of 
the Rooky Mountains as a gold-producing 
country, and when immigrants came into it 
with a rush the attention of by far the 
greater number of them waa directed to 
gold washing and gold huntiug. Farming 
was considered in thoso days too alow and 
too dull a way to make money, and it was 
only a settler here and there who tried to 
get a living by cultivating the soil. It waa 
not until the gold fever abated that any 
considerable proportion of the population 
took to farming. It waa aonio lime before 
the (.'ultivatoia 01 the soil raiBcd more 
than they needed for thoir own consump- 
tion, and when moro land was cultivated 
it waa impossible in many districts to got 
the aurplua produce to market. But these 
difEoultiea are faat disappearing. Moro and 
more land ia cultivated every year, and the 
moans of int er-coniinunicatiou are very much 
greater than thoy wore in the early days, 
though there is still muoh to be desired in 
that direction. Wo are told that the rail- 
way frcighta are ao high in some parts of 
the interior and pricca are so low, that it 
hardly pays the farmer to take hia grain and 
roots to the eiliea on the Coast. 
Fanning has been carried on hero- 
tofore, in many ' ..parts of the Pro- 
vince, under difEoulties, and it is not 
so surprising as it appeared to Mr. Angers 
at first aight, tliat Britiah Columbia ia still 
a largo importer of many of the nocessariea 
of life which can bo produced from its soil 
in great abundance. 

Bub thia Province , isi''' in apite of all Its 
diaadvantagea, and in apite of ita having to 
go abroad for a great part of ita bread and 
its buttor, ita meat and its vegotablca, ia tho 
richest of all tho proviuoea. Its Customs 
receipts are more than three tiinoa as great, 
in proportion to its population, as {the aver- 
age of tho provinces east of the Rooky 
Mountains, and if its inhabitants consume 
the produce of the East and the South, they 
must in some way make money enough to 
pay for every pound they uao. 

But it ia not desirable that tho people of 
tho Provinoo should continue to import what 
can easily be raised at home. There are 



largo areas in the Province of ■ da fine agrioul- 
tural and pastoral land as there is in tho 
Dominion, and the climate is peculiarly 
favorable for tho operations of tho farm. 
Tho farmer liero has not the long ond cold 
winter, which is such a discouragement to 
t he Eastern settlor, to oogtend with. In the 
East the farmer's stock consumes in the 
winter pretty muoh all he can raise in tho 
auimner. Here the winter ia abort and mild 
and the stock can get feed oil" tho laud for a 
much larger proportion of tho year than llicy 
can in Kaatera Canada. Tho number of days 
in the year, too, in which the farmer can 
work on the land is considerably greater in 
British Columbia than in any other part of 
the Dominion, When these advantages be- 
come moro widely known, the farming popu- 
lation of the Province will inoreaae, and its 
land will be made to produce all in tho way 
of farm and garden produce that ita inhabi- 
tants require. That day, we are satisfied, 
will come more quickly than moat people 
imagine. There ia a good time coming for 
British Columbia— a time in which all ita 
reaourccs will be energetically and intelli- 
gently dovolopod. 



DISAPPOINTED. 



The rush into tho Clierokco Strip ia no 
doubt fresh in tho memory of our readers. 
It seems but the other day that wo read of 
the host of land-hungry men and women 
who waited with eager impatience for the 
stroke of the clock or the blast of the buglo 
that indicated that tiio hour had oomo in 
which tliey might go in and posaess the 
proniiaod land. The scramble for allotments 
was then something terrific. An observer 
might readily oonclnde that the happiness 
of tho lives of tho land-seekera depended 
upon their getting farms and town lota in 
the coveted strip. 

Many readers, no doubt, wish to know 
whether or not tho hopes of tho scttlera in 
this new land have been realized. Doea 
the promised land flow with milk 
and honey ? Have those who went 
in to possess it, or a majority of them, been 
able to livo on it in peace and comfort with 
the prospect of spending tho rest of thoir 
days happily and independently ? A gentle- 
man who visited the new country a week or 
two ago, has a sad story to tell. It is 
natural to suppoao that a largo number, 
some two hundred thousand, settling in a 
now country would have some hardshipa to 
undergo and a good many privationa to en- 
dure, but it might bo expected that after 
the people had time to get used to their new 
surroundings they would make themaelvea 
comfortable and would realize somo of tho 
expectations they had formed. But thia ia 
not the case in Cherokee. The land 
is unproductive. The greater part of it, at 
thia time of year, is nothing better than a 
desert, and to make the resemblance closer, 
sand is plentiful, but water is very acurcc. 
There are in tho country two cities of six 
thousand inhabitants each. Their names 
are Perry and Kuid, and there are a number 
of villages having in them from five hundred 
to eight hundred inhabitants. The people, 
with tho exception of a very few, are in 
misery. They have spent all they took into 
the county with them, and many have sold 
their furniture and their stock to procure 
something to eat, and are atill suffering for 
want of food. 

Tlio writer says : For nearly two months 
men and women in all theao towns are living 
in thodust, resiatinglot-juinpersandpationtly 
awaiting purohaaera. Thoy nro ready to 
v.niiergn any privation in order to make the 
few dollars they hope for by tho sale of lota. 
Many of them have apent their'last cent and 
are now unable to get away. There is no 
work for them now and there is none in 
prospect. There is plenty of country about 
the towns, but it ia all non-productive, and 
will be so for at least two years. 

In the larger towns the rough element 
makes it very uncomfortable for decent 
people. There ia no respect for law. 
" Gamblers, thieves and common rufiiuna 
contend with the better clement for tho 
mastery, knowing full well tho final outlet. 
They will move on, the law eventually com- 
ing to the aid of those who are striving to 
purify the moral atmnaphere of cities not 
yet two months old." In tho rooantimo tho 
dwcUera in the Chorokoo Strip will have a 
mlaerablo time of it. Thouaanda havo to 
remain in the country because they liave not 
the means to leuvo it, and many others stay 
there in the hope that a better time will 
come, and that tho money thoy have invest- 
ed in it will not be a dead loss. 



THE PRESIDENT'S CRITICS. 

It ia aaid that republioa are i^ingratcful, 

and the attitude aaaumed by many of the 
nowapai)era of tho United ytattn towards 
ProBidont Cleveland seema to prove the 
truth of the saying. Although the Proai- 
dont haa juat dene tho country as great a 
service as a man In his position can do it, 
the very men who ^lauded him for the patri- 
otic and courageous stand he took, aro now 
threatening him with iinpoachmcnt. And 
why arc they ready to declare that tho man 
whom, Iho other day, they praised aa a pa- 
triot, is falso to bis trust and a traitor to 
hiaooontry! Beoausehohas intimated his in- 
tention to right a wrong which has been done 
by servants of tho United States in tho 
name of tho Uepublic ! Thaao howlers 
affect to be indignant becauao Mr. Ciovo- 
laad ia auppoaod to bo in favor of restoring 
a Queen who has been driven from her 
throne " by fraud and force." They say 
that this is the first time that the Qovern- 
mentof the United States has intimated its 
intention to destroy a free republic and to 
set up n monarchy in ita atead. What ia it 
to which these republican agitators give tho 
name of " a free republic" ? A government 
set np without the oonsent of ,tho people by 
°a handful of sohemera. Theae schemers 
have not yet dared to go to the 
people over whom they oxorciao thoir 
usurped authority for a juatiSoation 
of what they havo done. Tho Provisional 
Oovornmont of Hawaii is the very opposite 
of - what . a repnblio is suppraed to be : A 



government by the people for the people.'' 
It ia a government by iiitriguora in tho in- 
tereat of intriguera. There are Americans 
who believe that in reinatatiug tho Queen of 
Hawaii, President Cleveland will do only 
what anhonoat man who wishes to maintain 
the reputation of the United States ought to 
do. The New York Times coinmenting 
on tho atructurcs pf tho President's critics, 
sayo : 

Again, thcao oritioa feel very indignant 
bocauHo a " monarch " ia to bo restored. 
But if a thief steals from a king or a queen, 
objootionable aa tho calling of tho victim 
may be, law and justice rccjuire that the 
restitution shall be made to the victim, Aa 
in thia case the tbierca have acted in the 
name and with the aid of tho American 
Government, and are moau of them Ameri- 
cana, our Government ia peculiarly bound to 
repair tho crime they have committed. It 
ia a poor service to the good name of America 
to allow it to be used to cover outrage and 
robbery, and then refuse rieparatton because 
thu peranna robbed and outraged are " bar- 
barians " and prefer a lawful queen rather 
than lawless diotators, oalling them- 
bolvea a Republican Government, to rule 
over them. Nor is thoro any more force in 
the ami rtiou that tho traditional policy 
of the United States has boon abandoned. 
The trouble with this assertion is tho same 
aa with that of Secretary Foster as to the 
atqiionco of events in Hawaii. It gets the 
dali'S wrong. Aa the marines wore landed, 
uot to maintain a (Jovcriimunt already aet 
up, but; to aet up a Goveruincut with no 
poivcr of ilii own, ao tho ''traditional 
policy " of ett'aling ita country from ita law- 
ful sovereign dales only from the Kith of 
last January. It was never applied before, 
and we venture to hope that it never will 
again be applied. Happily for tho good 
iiiirnc of the Uniteil States there ia no pre- 
cedent for fcuch a shameful proceeding, and 
tho one thus established will never ho fol- 
lowed. It might havo made a great deid of 
trouble, but it is in the way of being hap- 
pily and permanently diaposcd of. 

THE PROOF. 

Wo said on Tuesday that tho Times pub- 
lished tho denial of the Vernon News that 
it had been " manipulated " by the Premier, 
"but instead of accepting it in a frank and 
honorable way, it did what it could, in tho 
moat sneaking manner, to throw doubt on 
tho denial of the men whom it tried by a 
false report to injure." 

Thia tho Times, with characteristic impu- 
dence, stigmatizes aa "an audacious lie." 

Well we will loavo our readers to judge 
for themaelvea, whether or not we have 
fairly characterized the reception which the 
Times gave to tho denial of tho proprietors 
of the News. This is the paragraph which 
immediately follows tho denial in the Times 
article : 

The denial is explicit and there is no 
reason to doubt ita gunuineneaa. But we 
confess to feeling yet a little perplexity over 
the fact that the Nuwa did not offer a simi- 
lar denial when iMainlaud papera preceded 
tho Timea in aurmising that tho Government 
had something to do, directly or indirectly, 
with ita chatigo of owncrstiip. Perhapa the 
News did not conaiiicr lliu Mainland papera 
worth considering, or perhapa tho mystery 
is explained by tho following letter which 
tho News publiahca. 

What wo should like to know was 
tho whole of thia paragraph, except 
tho firat sentence, but a sneaking attempt to 
throw doubt on tho denial V

The plaintilTa' 
solicitor having becomo acquainted with tho 
defendant's expectations, moved for tho ap- 
pointment of the llegiatrar of tho Supreme 
court, aa receiver of the amount payable by 
tho United States, and that tho amount of 
$1,815, due hia client, should bo a prior 
charge upon tho money so received. An in- 
terim order was granted, and yesterday it 
waa made absolute. 

On Saturday last Shorill McMillan, aa

Ho cvprosaod 
groat sorrow for his act, and tho sheriff 
asked tho magistrate to deal as leniently 
with the case as posaiblo. Decision was re- 
served till to-day. The amount due Tur- 
pel's shipyard will U is nnderstood be settled 
nt onoa.

Arrives From tbe Orient After An 
Uneventfal 
Vqyasre.

The Royal Muil steamship Empresa of 
China, Lieut. R. Archibald, R.N.R., com- 
mandor, arrived otf the outer wharf at day- 
light yesterday morning, and, having landed 
the Victoria mails, as well as five saloon 
and eighteen Chinese passengera by the tug 
Constance, which went out as tender, pro- 
ceeded about eight o'clocli on hor way to 
Vancouver. For that port and beyond she 
had twenty-four saloon and fifteen inter- 
mediate passengers, and 163 steerage. Her 
cargo consisted of 2,954 tons, of the usual 
Oriental merchandise. Tbe s»loon passen-

Tho British court at Vokohsma has had 
considerable bueioeas out of the sealing 
schooner Aurora now lyii g in the harbor 
there. Several suita haVB been brought by 
the hunters and seamen for wages. Chris- 
tian Glabn sued Peter Toussuint, the mas- 
ter, for S90 20, alleged to be duo him for 
tools supplied and for wages. It was shown 
however, that tho plaintiff had signed at 
Haitodate, giving a clearance in full, and 
that he was then actually in debt to the 
ship, and judgment was accordingly given 
for the defendant with coats. John Samuel 
Watts, a hunter, sued Capt. W.K. Pyno, tho 
former muster, for $S2 UO, made up of §10 
said to have been loaned, and 572 GO for 
goods bought for tho ship's chest. In tho 
trial it was alleged, though not clearly 
shown, that the pUiniifT had left, the ahip a 
' deserterandthat he hadbeeneooati red onthe 
books, sdid'the defendant denied thit hehad 
had any interest in the ship's chest. Judg- 
ment was given for the plaintiff, with coats, 
for the amount claimed for goods purchased , 
it being held that they hud been procured 
under a guarantee by Pyne, when master. 
Sam Kalaunale sued Peter !^ouuaint, mas- 
ter, for S60, in[gold, for ibree months wages. 
It was shown that the plaintiff signed at sea 
as a Rtowaway, and the defendant alleged 
that his pay was to be twenty Mexican dol- 
lars per month, and not an amount in gold. 
The judge took this view and the verdict 
was lor sixty yen. Ancoino Ferrin sued for 
SSO 7.'!, add Albert Victor Loo for $22 30, 
for wagtB, and these cla-"ia being admitted 
judgment: was given accordingly,

A case againjt C, P. irall, of Walsh, Hill 
it Co., Kobe, brought by T.suda Ivataugoro, 
also of Kobe, to recover $l(JO deposit puid 
on a contract for the delivery of lumber 
from Oregon, was lieard in tliu Anv ric m 
Consulate, Kobe, recent ly. Plaintiff asked 
that the defendant refund 10(J you paid aa 
bargain money on account of a contract for 
tho purchase of American lumber for ships' 
decks, to arrive per Victoria from Tacoma. 
On arrival of the vessel at Kobe, the lumber 
was pretended to bo by plaintiff n'»t as per 
contract, alleging that the timber differed 
from that specified for, in the graining, 
and there were also many knots, which 
tbe contract had provided against, 
And there were white parts ; the 
lot had therefore been rejected. James 
Ellecton, called by defendant, said-he was 
Lloyd's surveyor for Nagasaki and ' Kobe. 
He had examined the lumber and had found 
it a very good sample, and well fitted for 
the purpoaes rdiLiircd. There were very 
few knots. In euttiiig planks from log tim- 
ber tho grain neceaa irily run in diirerent di- 
rections. Tho tiinlier wouhl undoubtedly 
make a perfectly sound decking. Judgment 
was given for the defendant.

OUR NEIGHBOliS' NEWS. 



Montreal Star : A sugar refinery in con- 
nection with Lefuivre'a Beet Sugar works 
will bo established at Berthier shortly. Ten 
thousand tons of beets will be treated at an 
early date. The farmers of the district are 
paid a bonnty of 50 cents a ton. 

Winnipeg Tribune : During tho past two 
weeks the movement of grain by rail east- 
ward has been the heaviest in the history of 
Manitoba. The amount of wheat which has 
been shipped East up to date is larger than 
in any previous year, and much larger than 
in former years in proportion to the crop. 
Most of this wheat has left the farmer's 
hands, so that the rather prevalent idea 
that the farmers are holding their grain is 
an entirely mistaken one.^ 

The Liverpool Record, of Oct. 25th, re- 
cords a bravo deed in South Africa by Capt. 
J. J. Walsh, a native of ^V'^ndao^, Nova 
Scotia. Tho British and African steam 
navigation company's royal muil stemner 
Volla, which arrived yesterday at Havro 
from the West Africa, reports that at Aa- 
sinie, a French protectorate, a French com- 
mandant aud his troopa narrowly escaped 
massacre. Some diaalfection hud occurred 
among the natives, and the commandant of 
the place went up tho Aauinio river with a 
following of about sixty Singaleao soldiers. 
Soon after the troops landed in the town 
they were made prisoners, the natives 
getting possession of the rifles of tho 
men and even tho revolver of the com- 
mandant. Just at this time, however, 
a trading launch belonging to a firm of 
Liverpool timber merchants trading at 
Assini was descending the river in charge of 
their agent, Captain Walsh, who had with 
him a Winchester rifle. Ou becoming aware 
of the peril the Frenchmen were in, he 
swum to the bank, and opened fire on the 
natives In a few mInutes fifteen of the 
natives had fallen, and the others sought 
aheltir. Captain Walsh then armed the 
Ivroomen who were in the launch, and 
elfected the Kscne of the French expedition, 
not a man of which was lost. After obtain- 
ing reinforcemeota, Captain Walsh returned 
to the place of capture, which was taker'. 
The chief at whose inatigition tho French 
were mado prisoners was aniongat tho alain. 
The French commander afterwards thanked 
Captain Walsh for hia timely rescue, and 
said that had he not acted with so much 
courage and promptitude tho whole French 
force would, in all probability, have fallen 
victims to the treachery of tho natives. 

Spokane Review: Smelter returns to the 
custom house show that from August 1 to 
November 1, inclusive, the sbipmenca of ore 
from tho Slocan country by way of Bonnor'a 
Ferry uggregaled I,,n,'i0,822 pounds, or a 
fraction over 705 tons. Tho invoice valua- 
tion was S118,2U3, an average of §155 to the 
ton. This is on tbe basis of seventy csnta 
an ounce for silver. It is estimated that un 
equil amount went out over tho Canadian 
Pacific, bringing the aggregate output of ihu 
Slocan mines up to about 1,600 tons. Re- 
ports of recent rulings by tbe deputy col- 
lector of onstoms on the American side of 
the international boundary line, on the 
Kootenay river route, aro cauaing much 
comment among ore shippera. Heretofore it 
lias been customary to pa^a ore through to 
the smelters, awaiting tho invoice re 
turns before collecting the duty, uh 
it ia impotsiblo to ascertain tho pcrceiiiiige 
of lead or llio valuai.ion in any other rnaii- 
uer. The railroad companies and the eii:e|. 
tera being under bond to mak.: acLiurd'e lo 
turns, and the collectinii being fully guarmi- 
teed, there is no poaaibilicy of louu liy lliia 
mcthiKl. Hut it ia uaid that tho deputy 
cnlleutor now iijsi.'jtH upon collection in ad- 
vance, on the busia of 50 per cent, load, and 
should tho smeller returns show a higher 
percentage tho owner inual pay duty on the 
full iithount, lull in the event of a ahipmcnt 
filling below 50 per cent. Iho Government, 
aa imperaon ilcil by rhia ofliclal, will nob ro 
fund tho excess of duty paid. This ia the 
report that comes to Spokane, l)ut it sfcma 
se absurd that mining men li»d it dillicult 
to credit it without further verilication. All 
agree, however, that if Lho statement proves 
correct a vigorous protest will bo madu.

Recognizing the needs 
of sucli ladies there has heen devised a 
new departure, and now the lady who 
uceds such a model can have her tea 
gown as sho likes and not ho worso than 
out of the world— out of fashion. 

One was just finished yesterday for a 
promipent young married lady. It was 
made princesso, with a short train intlie 
back, which was cut so that tho back 
breadths fell very full in natural folds. 
It was of salin duchesso brocade, grass 
£;reeu, with queer, large figures in olive

green. There were f onr rows of olive 

green saliu ribbon Fown flat around tho 
skirt — two high up and two near tho 
bottonj. Tho sleeves wero of jiiuk surah, 
and tho double puffs reached only to tho 
elbow. Above tho sleoves wero caps of 
lace. Across tho bust was drawn a fold 
of pink surah to a point iu front, and 
there held with a bow of piuk ribbon 
■with long ends. This is a sop to Ccro- 
bns, and tho floating ribbon gives the* 
needed touch, and beholdl a novel tea 
^own. When this • dress is donned, all 
the young lady's rivals can sit about or 
stand in gi'acoful attitudes and proceed 
to despise her with immeasurable scorn 
in their eyes, but with smUes on their 
lips. 

The day of plain skirts seenls to be on 

the wane, for tho determined effort of 
Romo designers to introduce drapery, or 
at least combinations, is beginning to bo 
felt. We iind skirts cut in slashes, in 
points and scallops over an underskirt 
of, some contrasting color or, at least, 
material. There are many trains where 
the ft-ont of tho skirt is of velvet and 
tho back of silk", ;uid vice versa. Tho 
rich velvets of tho season lend themselves 
admirablj' to the making of heavy trains, 
but they would be better employed at 
the back than the front of the sMrt. 
Therefore the most of the gowns with 
the heavy velvet trains have the fronts 
of silk or satin. 

I saw one gown for a young lady, 
thongh there was no train, made in this 
way. Tho back of tho .skirt was of su- 
perb velvet brocade, brown on maize 
satin. The front breadth was of maizo 
satin with four rows of white lace inser- 
tion and fastened with three great bows 
of shaded maize and brown ribbon. The 
large puffed sleeves wero of satin as well 
as the baby waist. There was a velvet 
brocade figaro with a spring coll.ir, 
which took the form of a bertha in tin 
back, below the fall of lace. A band of 
insertion formed the wide belt and an 
other was laid around the neck. Tho 
stylo of tho day is maintained, but tho 
monotony of roundabout trimming is 
broken, and the gown is pretty and girl- 
ish, while being of the most expensive 
materials. It is questionable taste, how- 
ever, U) dress y<jung unmarried women 
in sui-.h rich in;ili,'rial. It leaves iiolhing 
for tliem as a recoinpenso for fading 
beauty, witli advancing .ago, and ri.'ally 
i.s not as bocoiiiing as simidor materials; 
but as long as such things cost more 
than tho light and lilmy textures girls 
will have them, sotherol 

This winter, now advancing rapidly, 
we'll see more velvet worn as gowns and 
full costumes than there has been for 
thirty years. This is due to two reasons. 
The velvets came in naturally with tho 
present stj-les and seem to belong to 
them by right. Next, importers lo.'uled 
themselves with velvets and volutina, 
4ind then hard tim^s came on, which 
forced the importers to sell their wares 
at scarce tho cost of importation, and 
that put liicso ideal goods within the 
reach of every one. Now capes and 
■cloaks are mado of it— velutina prefera- 
bly, unless one can alTord tho best .silk vel- 
vet. Th(^ rich corded and shotted effects 
are almost womlcrfnl, and the two toned 
styles are beautiful. 

Some of them break into four and five 
shades of tho two contrasting colors, and 
yet if you examine closely you will find 
that there are but two colors, one slmdo 
of each. Cardinal and blue give imrplo 
effects as well as tho two colors named 
In one piece. The cheaper grades of 
•silk faced velvet do not produce tho 
righd effect. It is eomehpw^aoMng in 
the heavy fold. The new velutinas are 
thick and fold in rich round folds that 
would delight an artist. Tliero were ono 
pattern of soft mosa gi'coif 6wv shell 
pink and anotljor of tho same green over 
salmon, and words cannot tell how 
Ibandsomely it made up in a deep mantle 
lined with satin and trimmed with fur. 
Another had dark green surface shotted 
witb cardinal. Jinotherwas blue and 



gold, and iu fact tho lino is as complete 
as the Lyoua velvet, which it resembles 
closely. The ribbed velvets and velu- 
tina, with underlying color in contrast, 
are magnificent. 

One corded velutina was of fawn and 
pink — tho ribs of fawn and tho under 
color pink. « The ..whole elfcct was cx- 
quisitej Many of- the darker shades of 
bfown cprdurpy or corded velutina have 
underlying' colofis, which' light up the 
whole, though some are all of one color 
for those who prof(;r. I saw a novelty in 
this lino wliich shows a crape cifect on 
velutina, giving several apparent shades 
to one single color. It is indescribably 
rich. Mrs. Gould had a beautiful gown 
for afternoon mado of iiuro white corded 
velutina. It was cut princess, with long 
jnive sleeves, lined with shrimp pink 
satin with green stripes. Tho green was 
tho tender reseda shade. The front 
opened over an nuderslrirt of pink crape 
of the same shade and bordered at the 
foot with a wide band of pink ostrich 
l)lnnu^s. There was a collar of tho same 
at tho neck, and at tho waist there was 
a silver chain with a fringed bar at the 
ends, which hung loosely, somewhat like 
a theodora belt. Altogether it was a 
dainty gown. 

Tho new woolens seem to have all 
broken out into tufts and spots, which 
stand above the surface. Ono gown of 
such niati>rial pleased mo greatly, It had 
a d\ill blue ground, and lines of irregu- 
larly shaped tufts of copijery red crossed 
each other in such a manner as to form 
largo plaids. Tho skirt was (piito jihiin, 
tailor finished and rather shorter than 
usually seen. Tho sleeves were largo 
gigots, the waist a plain pointed basque, 
with the buttons diagonally placed. 
Thero was a short Eton of coi>pery vel- 
vet, with a spring cullar of blue velvet 
just tho shade of the groiuid worl; of tlie 
dress. Tlio hat nuitclied it in rclor. A 
lady came iu iind sat down and liati-d 
tho owner of this dress with all her 
ini'jht and wishid tho latter might die 
before she wore tht! gown, so tliat she 
might luiviMino just like it uiid be the 
only one to wear it. 

Is tliero anything new in head gearV 
some ono asks. We ll, not very much. 
Tho felt plateaus are being twisted into 
new and unlieard of sliiipesaud trinniied 
in the most daring m.uuu'r. Nothing 
comes amiss iu tho trimming of bonnets. 
Fur and feathers, iQowers, laces, jet rib- 
bons and velvet — all are seen this season. 
But tho climax has lieen readied, 1 think-, 
when one courageous milliner made a 
tiny bonnet of a largi? bat, with its ugly 
head in front, and its big ears standing 
up and, its wings folded over the crown. 

Tho ni.'i jcji itj- of bdimets are made of 
velvet and j'. t, with occasional wings or 
aigrets or some otln^r light fancy for 
trimming. Thi' little girls have a great 
variety of liats and jioke bonnets made 
of the colored felt plateaus, twisted and 
bent into the shape fonnd most becom- 
ing. One of cardinal felt was bent and 
plaited into a sort of scalloped poke and 
trimmed with a full bow of cardinal 
velvet ribbon, and there were strings to 
tie it with, A Mother Hubbard coat of 
cardinal cloth, with velvet yoke, was 
worn with such a hat and was very 
pretty indeed. Some hats have floral 
trimming, but for winter other trim- 
ming looks ratiier more suitable. It is 
probable that .sliort ostrich tips will bo 
umch worn during the winter, and many 
heads of small animals, with borderings 
of the same fur. Ono lady had upright 
sable tails on her purple velvet lioimet, 
which was a largo poke, with the brim 
faced with lilac and overlaid with cream 
lace. There were bows of ribbon on 
the ont.side, too, and wide purple velvet 
strings. 

TIio amount of fur used and to bo 
used as garniture' on home and street 
toilets this season almost passes belief. 
Everything is bordered or otherwise or- 
nameutcd with it, even tho most uuprom-

ising materials. I saw a dancing dress of 
white armure silk being made in a grand 
cstablislimciit recently, and around the 
neck, on the pointed waist, on llie bands 
of the short jiuifed sleeves and on tho 
skirt there wore rouleau bands of fur. 
Gloves will have deep fur gauntlets, and 
many will have fur cuiFs, which are 
nice to protect the wrists and hands 
while wearing these box and military 
capes that leave them exposed. There 
is no kind of fur, it seems to me, that is 
not used as trimming, but that wicli a 
light brownish tint is the prettiest and 
blends best with the season's goods.

FRENCH DEPUTIES. 



Premier Dapny'JSnnorinpes the iiavf 
ernmeut PrcHframme— Some of 
Its Pertirient''Featnres/ ' 



A Dofr iu the Mauser Policy— French 
il'rlentisbii* to Russia— Au 
Dnpoiiular Ollicial. 

Manila nowspapora received by tho ]']in- 
prcas of Cliina yesterday morning, are full 
of earthquake and voloano. *' The history 
of early October," says one of the number, 

" is written in streams of lava. Tho terrors 
of tho dreadful week subsequent to October 
5, were those of '71, and last summer inten- 
ailiod teu-fold, for to the people of Albay 
and Tubaco tho very heavens seemed to be 
miting firo and desfcruotion, 'and the ter- 
rified inhabitants ran helplessly hither and 
thither or crouched, white and trembling, 
expecting each moment to be overwhelmed." 
Tho first signs of tho impending danger 
wcro u]jparenC during tho afternoon of the 
r>th, wlien aubterrauoun tliundera alarmed 
the citizens of Albay. At7:i!0 that evening 
tho crater of Mayon was seen to bo in iliimca, 
and lava and aahca poured in a torrent from 
a new outlet to the north of the old crater, 
and not so near the summit — threatening 
tho homes of thoBO'.vho, in funcied aecurity, 
had built upon tho inouiitain side. Smokt 
was also seen iaauing from the old crater, 
and most alarming subterranean noiaea were 
heard on every hand. It seemed aa though 
the very earth was splitting in 
Uvain. The eruptions reached their 
greatest height inclining in a southwesterly 
direction, and tho torrent of dovustalion 
cnntinucd to How with unabated fury until 
the eijihtli. Over Albay that nmrning all 
waa strange, unnatural darUnoaa, broken only 
by the lire of Mayoria great torch, for tho 
cloud of smoke and ashes hid the sun and 
sky. The accumulation of lava up the 
mountain side reached and grew below the 
limit line of former years, and like a ser- 
pent commenced its descent upon tho village 
al Banquerohan beneath. The inhabitants 
seemed for the most part petrified with 
terror, and watched as if fascinated tho 
great molten mas^reep nearer and nearer. 
A few of the braver spirits moving amongst 
them exhorted them to action for the pro- 
tection of life and property. The result of 
these efforts was a very light d«ath list. 
Little property wm saved, however, and 
tno greater part of the town now lies 
beneath a lava lake. The whole surface of 
tho valley by the 11th was buried deeply in 
ashes and lava ; one large stream had spread 
to the westward and another to tho south- 
eastward. The sky was still obscured by 
ashes and smoke, but the eruption was de- 
creasing in intensity though the subter- 
ranneaa thunder was still audible. 

The Singapore Free Press states that the 
island to bo ceded to Russia for a naval 
post iu the Jiastern seas is not Palau Bat- 
tam, but Koh Samit in the Gulf of Siam, 
which is at present occupied by tho French. 
The avowed friendship between Franco and 
Russia would seem to render this not im 
probable — and it would be so French to 
cede to Russia an island that belongs to 
Siam. If there be truth in the report of 
the Russiun acquisition of Koh Samit it 
will point to the fact that what Russia 
would have in that island would not hi so 
much a coaling-port for her mercantile 
marine, as a local depot for her naval 
squadron in the China Sea. 

According to the Hongkong Telegraph, a 
naval Court of Inquiry was to have been 
held on Monday, October 30, on H.M.S. 

Victor Emmanuel to investigate as to tho 
recent grounding of H.M.S. Peacock on 
Cape Patience, Inland of Sugbalien. 

The sales of Japanese exhibits at the 
World's Farir have been very disappointing 
to Japan, the total value of the goods sold 
or contracted for up to September '2-t being 
only from §00,000 to $70,000. At this rate 
it is estimated the total sales of Japanese 
goods to the clojing of the Exiiibition could 
not exceed §100,00(3 in value, — not '20 per 
cent, of what was expected. 

Tho proposal to present a testimonial to 
the retiring Consul-General of tho United 
States, Mr. W.TiUotsou, meets with but little 
favor in Japan, the press being unanimous 
in asserting that his career does not justify 
tho residents of Japan in showing him any 
marks of favor. 

The Yokohama press replies to the prime 
movers in tho crusade against foreign seal- 
ers by advising the Japanese to embark in 
the sealing industry themiolves, instead of 

playing dog in the manger.

— The plan 
of Capt. Edmund L. ^alinakl to go to Brazil 
on the new craiser Niothere^ as instruotor 
in the management of her pneumatic 
dynamite guns was thwarted at the 
last moment by the War depart- 
ment. Captain Zilinaki came East from 
S in Francisco on a month's leave, with per- 
mission to apply for an extension. Hia 
visit to New York and Washington was 
to arrungo with tho Brazilian governmcni:, 
through Mr. Flint, its American agent, 
for going on the Niotherey, and to 
obtain permission of the War department 
to leave the United States. Prior to hia 
departure from San Franciflco, and he- 
fore the War denartment knew tliat he 
had I'ecn granted leave by his commanding 
officer, (Ii-ni-riil Riiger, an order had been 
preijurud at llm War departiuont directing 
Captain Z -.linski to uppeiir before a retiring 
board at .San .Franciaco.

P.\!tT«, Nov. 21. — At tho opening of to- 
day's session of the Chamber of Deputies, 
M. Gasimir Perrier, President, of the 
House, made a short speech of congratula- 
tion upon the Franco-Russian alliunco. 

M. Dupuy then road the Government pro- 
gramme. Tho Ministry, he said, would op- 
poBO the proposition for the separation of 
Church and State, tho country not having 
returned a n>sjority in its favor. It would 
also combat the re-establishment of the sys- 
tem of voting by list, justifying its stand on 
tho results of the so far obtained diatriot 
voting, and oppose an int|uisitory progres- 
aivo nicomo tax. Continuing, M. Dupuy 
eaid that tho Clovernmont would oppose the 
Socialiata and other collcctiviata who are as- 
piring to substitute slato tyranny for indi- 
vidual liberty. It would allow no 
ehango to be made in tho educa- 
tion or military lawa, which were 
leading features of the Rppublic.'a legislation 
and were necessary to support tho laws. 

The Prime Minister promised that bills 
would bo introduced providding for 
hygienic reforms ; tho care of abandoned 
children ; tho establishment of co-operative 
societies in which the laborer should share 
in the profits ; tho conversion of four and a 
half per cent, rentes, a reform of the alcohol 
tux ; tho settlement of tho Bank of Franco 
question, a reorganization of tho police so as 
to give tho public solid guarantees against 
tho anarchists, and tho regulatipn of the 
manufacture, sale and trausportation of ex- 
plosives. Measures respecting the liberty 
of asaocitttloa were also promised. The 
programme is an essentially moderal^e pro- 
gressive one, and its announcement was 
greeted with cheers by the supporters of the 
Ciovernment. M. Dupuy upon finishing his 
reading, invited tho chamber to immedi- 
ately diacusa tho programme. 

A vote was taken on the question, and it 
was carried by '291 to '221. 

Mr. Jaures, Socialist, opened the discus- 
sion. The statements just made by tho 
Prime Minister were, he said, a declaration, 
not programme. M. Dupuy had merely 
announced a war against the Socialists.

London, Nov. 21. — A. dispatch from 
Meshed says tho town of Kuchan, Persia, 
was destroyed by an earthquake shook on 
E"riday, and 1,000 persons perished. 

While tho civic guards were endeavoring 
to quell an outbreak among tho reserves ut 
Getafe, Spain, a number of tho former 
were injured. Tho regulars had to bo fired 
on to restoro order. 

A dispatch from Cape Town says that al- 
though reefs of gold are visible near Bulu- 
wuyo, the late headquarters of the Mata- 
bele and King.LobenguIa, but now in pos- 
session of a force of the British South Africa 
Co. 's troops, no prospecting Is allowed. 

An epidemio of infldenzi is raging in Up- 
per Silesia, and 27 deaths from the disease 
have occurred at Oppeln. At Soegeruhalz 
the seminary has been closed and 70 pupils 
are sutTering from influenza. 

Within the past three weeks there have 
been 10,000 cisea of mild influenza in the 
borough of Blackhurn, Lincashiro. 

The arrivK.1 of Cmadiun apples in Eng- 
land continues small ; tho fruit ia not yet 
wanted and therefore fetches very low 
prices. Tho highest ratea are, however, 
obtainable for best (jualitiea. At Doptford 
to-day, 180 second ciuality Canadian cattle 
fetched '.U. Hi. to ;i lOJ. per eight pounds. 

Hon. lOdward Blake, who ia keeping his 
engagements in England within the narrow 
est possible limits, hopes to sail for New 
York on Decendier 15 or lli, returning the 
beginning of n>xtaeaaon. 

The Scotch miners have taken heart at 
the success of their English hrf thren in 
their long fight against reduction of wages, 
and at a meeting of tho miners' delegates 
held iu this oity it was decided that the 
Scotch miners stop work to-morrow unless 
tho mine-owners agree to advance their 
wages one shilling a day. 

At Torrento, six miles from Valenoia, 
Spain, yesterday morning an attempt was 
made to blow up the oflSoe of the Mayor. 
There is .no clue to the authors of the out- 
rage. Two bombs were exploded, bat the 
damage done was slight. The police of 
Barcelona and elsewhere are still conducting 
an active search for the anarchists. At 
Huerta they came aorois a bomb manufac- 
tory. 

Tho municipal elections in Madrid result 
ed in the rcliirii of nineteen Monarchiata 
and nine Republicana. Tlie government h 
aleo been succeHbfnl in the provinces. The 
political camp.ugn was unusually active, 
especially with tho Monarchists, who gained 
three seata. 

William IL and Francis Joaepli had a 
olianco to exchange viewa during the 
Hungarian niameuvrea. Tlio lOinperor 
of Austria c:iuld not go to Mnn/.i, ao ho 
sent hia choucellor there to consult with 
tho King of Italy. Being no longer able to 
atand tho burden of military expenditures, 
imposed by the terms of tho triple alli-jnco, 
Italy asked Germany and Austria to allow 
her toreduco her army. Austria was de- 
lighted with the proposition, for 
sho is iu a bad way financially 

At the Monza interview thero was also 
under discussion the possibility of the 
marriage of the Prince of Naples, son of 
ICing "Humbert and heir to the Italian 
throne. A gt-eat deal has been said about 
uniting him to an Auatriaii archduchcaa of 
tho younger branch of Hapaburg, 

The outlook for the winter is most peace- 
ful, for tho Morocco affair will soon be 
arranged, or rathir, ho patched up for a 
while. Diplomatists, however, consider tho 
peace of Kuropc will always be in danger so 
long as the plans of England in regard to tho' 
coaat of Africa are not known.

CHANGE OP VENUE. 

The Trial of Albert Strotdiel 
Murder Transferred to 
Victoria. 



\u IiitprPHtiiifi: CiiHo of Circumstantial 
Evidence Which Has Excited 
Considerable Interest. 




New Westminster, Nov. 21.— (Special) 
— Attorney-General Davie appeared before 
Justice MoGreight at II o'oloek to-day, and 
applied for a change of venue, to Victoria, 
in the ooso of Albert Stroebel, who is 
charged with tho murder of John Marshal 
at Huntingdon on tho l!)th of last April. 
This was the case in which the jury, after 
a trial lastiug eight days and concluding 
last night, failed to agree, and were oonse- 
qucntly discharged by the presiding judge. 

The Attorney-Gonerul supported his 
application on the grounds that tho assizes 
on the Mainland were all concluded, and 
that it was important to have tho now trial 
proceed promptly, whilst the witnesses were 
available. That the assizes opened in Vic- 
toria on Monday the 23th instant, and 
would alTord a convenient opportunity to 
try the case. 

Mr. Morrison, counsel for the prisoner, 
strenuously opposed the application, aud 
protested thf.t the Court had no power to 
make tho order. 

The learned judeo granted tho Attorney- 
General's motion, obaorving that it was of 
the highest importance to the Administra- 
tion of Justice that the Odse should be dis 
posed of at tho first opportunity. The order 
was therefore made, changing the venue to 
Victoria. 

The Attorney-General stated that the 
trial Would be broiight on about a fortnight 
after the opening of tKe assizea on Monday 
next. 

The'ease has excited intense interest here, 
which continues unabated, The evidence 
against the prisoner is circumstantial.
